It is a picture of a B. & O. 
engine taken over forty y ears ago, 
while it was stan d in g n ea r the Chest­ 
nut St. crossing waiting for west bound 
train No. 1 due here now at 11:19 a. 
rn. 
S ey m our at th at time was the end 
of the division and all passenger trains 
changed engines here. 
All the en­ 
gines at that time used wood for fuel 
and the p h o to g rap h shows the fuel c a r 
loaded with large blocks of wood 
which were cut at the c o m p a n y ’s saw ­ 
mill. 
The ro a d was then a bro a d gauge 
track from Cincinnati to St. 
Louis, 
which is interesting 
to know, 
was 
changed to the s ta n d a rd 
width in one 
d a y —on S unday . 
The picture shows 
buildings which hay e since 
been replaced by more modern struc­ 
tures, am ong which were the grocery 
store owned by the late Chas. Bevins, 
and the old Keller House, 
known to 
every old ra ilr o a d e r on the B. & O. 


Gra v el Ro o d Ca se Set. 


The S uprem e C o urt has 
set the 
g ravel ro a d case for o ra l 
argument 
J a n ua r y 11. 
This is the second time 
this case h a s been before th a t court, 
it h avin g been reversed and the law 
declared unconstitutional some time 
ago. 
The law was declared to be 
special legislation, in th at it provided 
for “ gra vel ro a d s by t a x a t i o n ” only 
in townships having less than a speci­ 
fied population. 
A 
petition for re­ 
h ea rin g was filed aud granted 
a few 
weeks after the orig in al opinion 
was 
handed down. 
J ud g e J o r d a n , 
who 
wrote the opinion dissented to a re­ 
hearing. 
The law affects thousands 
of d o lla rs worth of gravel 
ro a d s and 
bonds. 
P ending the second decision 
the law in the same status as 
if no 
decision whatever had been filed.

who 
send milk to the Louisville market, a 
circ ula r letter asking them to have the 
test applied to their herds.

is abo ut 50 cents per cow.

I n d i a n a dairy m en 
who 
furnish the 
Chicago milk supply , have had their 
cows tested.

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AGRICULTURE 


Marvelous Progress Has Been Made 


In This Important Vocation. 


Farming is the most ancient of all 
earthly vocations and the most essen­ 
tial for the preservation of the human 
race. 
Its origin is synonimus with 
th e beginning of history. 
Specializa­ 
tion is needful for the proper develop­ 
ment of the possibilities of the soil 
and it is wise that men engaged in 
farming should endeavor to gain spe­ 
cial knowledge along special lines and 
devote their energies toward that end. 
Cain, of old, was an agriculturist and 
h is lamented bromer, Able, was a 
stock raiser. 
We have excellent rea 
son to believe that they were wise in 
their day and knew a great deal more 
about the secrets of nature and how to 
prevail upon Mother Earth for gener­ 
ous l espouse to their preparation for 
bounteous crops than do we of the 
present generation. 
This science was 
lost to mankind when Cain delivered 
the blow' that sent Able to an untimely 
grave. 
Did not the Lord say unto 
Cain, “ When thou tillest the ground 
it shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength?” As the descendents of 
Adam we are under the curse of God's 
wrath against the violent and unpro­ 
voked assault upon the life of that 
gentle creature w’ho died in the act of 
offering the choicest of his flocks as a 
sacrament unto the Lord; and as such 
descendents we share a legacy of igno­ 
rance. We know' not the secret of na­ 
ture, nor how to extract from the soil 
that which is in it. 
Inch by inch we 
are regaining the knowledge that was 
lost to mankind on that day. And inch 
by inch must we proceed until by dili­ 
gen ce and painful application we have 
re-established ourselves in God’s con­ 
fidence and share again in the bounties 
of 
mother 
earth. 
Centuries 
have 
passed and mankind has endured suf­ 
fering and torture, famine and pesti­ 
len ce since the day when, at God’s 
comand, the ground refused to yield 
her strength. 
Marvelous has been the progress of 
th e past century, but aside from the 
theory of crop rotation, no great dis­ 
covery has marked the pathway of ag­ 
riculture, save the wonders w hich have 
been performed by Luther Burbank, of 
California. Farming has advanced, but 
only because the inventive minds have 
created new facilities and enabled man 
to accomplish more with his own 
strength. 
The explorations of Burbank mark 
the beginning of a boundless, unknown 
realm of which we stand on the thresh- 
hold. 
Indeed, it may be that the veil 
of ignorance is soon to be lifted and 
he light of knowledge, withdrawn from 
Cain, is to return again, compounding 
our 
strength 
manyfold. 
That 
the 
ground conceals possibilities far be­ 
yond our fondest hope is even now ap­ 
parent. We have to discover the way. 
As in all progressive undertakings, 
this knowledge, if attained, must be 
achieved by those who sacrifice their 
time, money and brains toward that 
end. 
Much has been accomplished by the 
agricultural schools of the country, but 
all the knowledge thus gained is of no 
avail 
until 
properly 
disseminated 
throughout the land, which is best ac- 


■justifiable in taking advantage of this 
fact only to the point of bringing a 
customer into his store. 
He must 
speak honestly of quality, even though 
the eye is deceived. 
The merchant 
owes it to the farmer to aid in all le­ 
gitimate organizations that will ad­ 
vance the general wealth. The farmer 
is no less under obligation to*contrib­ 
ute of his brains and other means in 
the same behalf. 
That is a duty the 
substantial class owes to society at all 
times. 
A member of this Institute recently 
called upon a certain business man in 
behalf of the Institute. 
After a mo­ 
ment’s consideration he said, “Take 
your little paper and go," and turned 
about his business — which is limited. 
That man will fail to measure up to 
his duty to mankind. 
Deriving all of 
his substance from the farm, he delib­ 
erately spat upon his own benefactor 
and offered an insult that Mother 
Earth would resent were she a re­ 
specter of persons. 
No man was ever born so high or so 
low' nor in any legitimate occupation 
whatsoever that denies him the right 
to be a gentleman. That man can not 
lay claim to all the delights of con­ 
scious respectibility. 
If he is not re- 
pentent it is because his breadth of 
understanding is too limited to permit 
of a consciousness of his own narrow 
limitations. 
But, perhaps, the Far­ 
mers’ Institute of Jackson County can 
afford to ignore such as he. 
Every man — farmer or merchant, 
laborer, mechanic, artisan or scholar— 
owes it to society to live in probity 
and deal with each other in the true 
spirit of a common brotherhood. 
The 
higher life is the surest means to a 
great success. Honesty is the best pol­ 
icy, and as age creeps on and w'isdom 
enthrones herself upon the human 
mind, we approach nearer to that con­ 
dition; therefore, I say, and I would 
burn it deeply into ever heart, that the 
highest duty the merchant owes to the 
farmer; the highest duty the farmer 
owes to the merchant; the highest 
duty we owe to mankind, is a rigid and 
practical application of the Golden 
Rule.

Goods attractively displayed are often 
more than deceptive.

“Woman’s Duties Outside Home,” Says 
Mrs. Belmont. 
Talking to the Associated Clubs of 
Domestic Science, at the Plaza hotel, 
in New York city, recently. Mrs. O. H. 
P. Belmont argued that it was time 
for women to go on from cookery to 
woman suffrage and to relieve men 
who are now “overburdened'' with the 
weight of public affairs. 
However im­ 
portant domestic science might be, it 
was, she maintained, only a founda­ 
tion upon which the real fabric of life j 
was waiting to be reared. 
“As 1 understand it," she said, “your 
object is to place the home on a scien­ 
tific basis. 
Whatever genius has in­ 
vented. research has discovered and 
logic 
deduced, you in your wisdom 
have accepted and applied for the 
health and development of the home 
and the family. This is. however, what 
I should call the infancy or the kinder­ 
garten of existence. 
It is the only 
way. 
the right way, to begin; it is the 
only 
foundation on which 
we can 
build. But 1 claim that the hour has 
come when these stones are demand­ 
ing a visible structure. 1 mean by this 
that If we simply produce a home by- 
gienically perfect and a race physical­ 
ly superior we are not meeting the ob­ 
ligations of the new century. 
They 
demand a larger conception than can 
be realized by the limited care of the 
individual. They extend to the com­ 
munity. to the needs of society at 
large, and I cannot admit that a wo­ 
m an’s duties are limited to the four 
walls of her home any more than a 
man’s to his business career. 
“There Is the commouwealth to be 
considered, the political household to 
be regenerated. I know that this never 
can be brought about except through 
the assistance of woman. The neces­ 
sity for the power which she will 
bring is being forced upon the nation, 
and the recognition of it is Inevitable. 
I appeal to each woman here individu­ 
ally, and I ask her if she Is not con­ 
stantly 
realizing 
bow 
her 
natural 
forces are dwarfed by her inferior 
status in public life. 
“You know that you can do and do 
well the things that men leave undone. 
You kuowr that these undone things 
affect your home and the lives of your 
children. 
I ask, then, what right have 
you to sit in your homes beautiful, 
leaving the welfare of the community 
to overburdened men? In the name of 
woman suffrage I ask you to come 
forth, secure your right as citizens and 
with the men of your country assume 
the duties of the commonwealth.”

Oranges may be served cut in two, 
flavored with sherry and sweetened 
with powdered sugar.

Most adulterants will settle at 
the bottom, leaving trails of brownish 
color behind them as they sink, but 
genuine coffee will float without giv­ 
ing a distinctive color to the w’ater for 
several minutes. 
For those who cannot eat fried cro­ 
quettes and yet eujoy the savory mix­ 
ture that composes them it is worth 
while to know that they can be baked. 
And if while baking they are basted 
with some nicely seasoned sauce they 
will taste Just as good as fried ones 
and be more wholesome too. A brown 
butter sauce or rich gravy or tomato 
sauce may be used, according to tbe 
variety of the croquette. 
At a certain restaurant in New York 
there are served individual dessert 
cakes that consist of a foundation of 
almond cake with half a preserved 
pear in the center. A maraschino cher­ 
ry decorates the pear, and shredded 
pistachio uuts, with jellied preserve 
juice flavored with almonds, are sprin­ 
kled over and around the fruit. A sim­ 
ilar tart calls for peaches instead of 
pears and shredded almonds instead of 
pistachios. Still another calls for sliced 
bananas sprinkled with pistachio nuts

resentative ,T. Hampton Moore of Phil­ 
adelphia. 
.Mr. Moore has joined the 
ranks of those members of congress 
who are determined to ascertain just 
why prices are going up, up, up, with 
no limit in sight. 
He has introduced 
a resolution calling on the secretary of 
agriculture to inform congress how 
long meats, butter, eggs and other food 
products can be kept in warehouses 
without deteriorating, and a bill apply­ 
ing only to the District of Columbia 
prohibiting the keeping of food staples 
in warehouses for longer periods than 
six months. 
Confiscation is made the 
penalty of violation. 
“The food trust.” said Mr. Moore, 
“speaking generally, is able to keep 
up the prices of the necessities of life 
only by reason of its ability to store 
these necessities for long periods and 
put them on the market only when the 
prices prove satisfactory. 
1 do not 
wish to be understood as being against 
the warehouse men. My charge is not 
against them. 
But it is by reason of 
modern warehousing facilities that a 
corner in foodstuffs is possible with 
the resulting exaggerated 
scale of 
prices such as is now in effect.” 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson in­ 
sists that congress leave the matter 
alone until his departn>- nt concludes 
its inquiry.

Nav al Port at Dov er la Largest Area 
of Open Sea Ev er Inclosed. 
The opening of Dov er nav al port 
marks the completion of the greatest 
artificial harb or ev er b uilt entirely In 
the open sea. The scheme Includes an 
extension of the admiralty pier for 
2,000 feet, the formation of reclama­ 
tion works for the protection of the 
shore at the eastern end of Dov er 
town extending in the direction of SL 
M argaret’s b ay for 3,9 00 feet, a pro­ 
tecting arm extending from the east­ 
ern end of the reclamation for a dis­ 
tance of 2,9 00 feet into the open sea 
and an island b reakwater approxi­ 
mately parallel with the shore line end, 
extending from the end of the admi­ 
ralty pier extension on the west to the 
end of the easterly pier already refer­ 
red to, with wide entrance openings 
b etween 
the 
heads of the sev eral 
b reakwaters. 
If we include the eighty 
acres which constitute the present 
commercial harb or there is inclosed b y 
these works a total area ,at low water 
of 69 0 acres of deep water harb or ca­ 
pab le of floating the largest of modern 
b attleships and ocean liners. 
This is 
the largest area of the open sea ev er 
inclosed b y solid masonry protecting 
works. 
Although that portion of the Inclos­ 
ing b reakwaters which is v isib le at 
high w ater giv es an impression of 
their great length and of the wide ex­ 
tent of the harb or, it is a fact that the 
v isib le 
masonry 
represents only 
a 
small proportion of the work actually 
done. 
The total length 
of the 
sea 
works is two and a half miles, two 
miles of which are in exceptionally 
deep water. 
Thus the 2,000 foot ex­ 
tension of the admiralty pier measures 
from the top of the parapet to the 
foundation nearly 100 feet in height, 
and the eastern pier has a total height 
ab ov e foundations of eighty-sev en feet. 
The total width at the b ase of the 
piers is ov er fifty feet and at the top 
forty-sev en feet six inches. 
The fears which hav e b oon express­ 
ed that this, like other harb ors won 
from the open sea, might b e sub jected 
to shoaling up b y drifting sands hav e 
not b een v erified, the depth remaining 
practically constant.—Scientific Ameri­ 
can.

New Steel Process. 
An inv entor in London has b een do­ 
ing some demonstrating in that me­ 
tropolis to show the adv antages of hi* 
new process for conv erting'iron into 
steel. 
He declares that Iron which is 
not worth more than 2 cents a pound 
may with ease b e turned into steel 
which is ’worth a dollar a pound, and, 
wliat is more, ordinary iron, after h' 
has b een shaped into the tool or v es­ 
sel desired, may then b e turned into 
this high grade steel at a cost of ab out 
5 cents a pound. 
The process has the 
adv antage of b eing ab le to turn the 
iron wholly into steel or if it is de­ 
sired merely giv ing it a coating of 
steel. 
The inv entor points out that a 
great sav ing is made b y first shaping 
the tools in the soft iron and then 
changing them into steel.
